MAKE RAID 


ON ENGLAND 


Four Cities Bombarded (by German 


Aerial Craft and Many Lives Lost. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—England was stunned tonight by the first 


of the much feared raids of German Zeppelins. Pour cities, all in 
Norfolk, were paid visits by three of the big balloons, aided by sev- 
eral aeroplanes, much damage done to property in addition to the 
killing of quite a number of townspeople and the injury of many 
more. 


The invading aircraft were first reported at Sandringham, about 


150 miles, northeast of London, where is situated one of the royal 
palaces. From five to seven bombs were dropped upon the city, the 
police station and other public buildings were destroyed and six 
lives are known to have been lost. 


Yarmouth, Cromer, a watering place, and King's Lynn were next 


visited in order and each city was subjected to an aerial bombardment 
Details of the damage done have not been received although it is 
feared that many lives were lost. It was reported that one of the 
Zeppelins was brought down near Kink's Lynn b> tlie guns of British 
aeroplanes, which went in pursuit. 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—According to advices received by Renter's 


agency here the Turkish garrison has abandoned Adrianople, the sec- 
ond largest city in European Turkey. This leport is believed here to 
precede the announcement of Bulgaria's entrance into the European 
var on the side of the allies. 


Turk Steamer Sunk 


SEBASTOPOL, Jan. 19.—A detachment of Russian torpedo boats 


has entered the Bay of Suiopc, a Turkish port on the Black sea in Asia 
Minor, and have sent to the bottom a Turicish steamer and tluee sailing 
vessels. The crews of all four ships were saved. 


The name of the steamer appears to have been the Meorgcs. No

Important towns of Russian Poland, have been taken by the Germans, 
according to dispatches received by Berlin ncAvspapers from Bresleau. 
Though these messages already passed by thc German censor no of- 
f cial announcement of the taking of these towns had been issued by 
the war office up to the time this dispatch was sent. 


Of Opoezno and Kielcc, the possession 01 the latter is of more 


importance to thc Germans, as it controls the railroad tunning from 
Jvangorod into soutlnvestern Poland, which is necessary for the 
transportation of Russian troops into that district for the campaign 
against Cracow. 


Thc Breslau dispatches also state that following the capture of 


Kielce and Opoezno, thc Russians retreated to Radom and that the 
Germans are pressing on toward Skurzysko, which is the junction 
point of the railroads in the government of Kielce. Kielce is 100 
miles southwest of Warsa,w. 


American Flag Insulted. 


Berlin, Jan. 19.—Charges of in-
